at least 1 of whom shall be a registered voter and taxpayer of the county or city, or the
State when the application is filed with the Comptroller, and shall also have resided
there at least 2 years before the application.

(1) IN BALTIMORE CITY, AN AUTHORIZED PERSON OF A
LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY WHO HOLDS AN ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES LICENSE
FOR THE USE OF THE LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY NEED NOT BE A REGISTERED
VOTER IN BALTIMORE CITY.
